Are judges becoming ‘too 
soft’ on criminals in_ sen- 
tencing? Is the “first felony 
free” rule becoming engrained 
in Madison County? Is that rule 
growing to second and even 
third felony convictions without 
lengthy prison sentences? 

These are questioned being 
asked by some law enforcement 
officers and by many private 
citizens interested in reducing 
crime in the Quad-City area. 

Circuit and associate judges 
in Madison County contend 
their sentences are fair and in 
the best interests of Both the 
defendant and of the com- 
munity. “Probation is a very 
useful tool,” was one judge's 
statement when asked if there is 
too much probation given and 
too few prison and jail sen- 
tences. 

Some’ judges are contending 
the blame for light sentences 


” lies partially on the shoulders of 


the state's attorney’s office, 
which is no longer recom- 
mending sentences. 

A spokesman for the state's 
attorney's office has responded, 
“We used to recommend sen- 
tences and were always in hot 
water for ‘plea bargaining,’ or 
light sentences.

“Our job is to prosecute. We 
used to try to be the judge, jury 
and prosecutors. 

“We have put things in their 
place. It is the judges’ job to do 
the sentencing and we leave it in 
their hands,” he said.

Finish Line reopenings 


The Finish Line Express 
horse race messenger service 
opened its offices at 1415 
Twenty-first St., Granite City 
and in East St. Louis yesterday 
afternoon, but there were no 
customers here, police 
reported 

Queen Ester, Dean, 40, East 
St. Louis, a Finish Line em- 
ployee, was arrested as the 
Granite City establishment 
closed at 7:55 p.m. Wednesday 
on an old warrant alleging 
gambling. She was released 
after posting a $150 cash bond. 

The warrant is from an Oct. 
31 closing of the messenger 
service when Mrs, Dean first 
was charged with gambling. 

Due to a technical error, the 
warrant fad to be amended. 
The amended warrant, still 
charging gambling, was served 
as she closed the business last 
night. 

Police kept the business, 
which transports money for 
bets to horse race tracks, under 
surveillance all day yesterday. 

“We had men there only to be 
sure no laws are violated. The 
men did not harass any would- 
be customers. One officer en- 
tered the establishment one 
time when a man went ‘in, but 
the man did not try to place a 
bet,’ Granite City Chief of 
Police Ronald J. Veizer said. 

The establishments were re- 
opened yesterday under an 
otder from the First Appellate 
Court in Chicago for all law 
enforcement officers to observe 
an injunction prohibiting police 
from enforcing a Chapter 8 
statute regulating the operation 
of messenger services for horse 
race betting. 

Madison County  State’s 
Attorney Nicholas G. Byron 
said he would not reveal’ his 
strategy, but said he still feels 
the filing of a bet at a horse race 
messenger setvice is a violation 
of state law and ‘‘the Granite 
City police have been instructed 
to enforce the law,” Byron said. 

A Finish Line Express office’ 
in Venice remained closed 
yesterday and this morning, but 
authorities said they expect it to 
open Friday, unless there are 
additional developments in 
efforts to close the Granite City 
office. 

Byron. said the office in 
Granite City has yiolated no law 
since it opened yesterday, since 
there has not been.a customer. 

“I can’t keep them from 
opening, but we can be sure 
lawé‘are not violated,” Byron 
said. 

“The attorney general’s of- 
fice has communicated with me 
on this,/but I do not wish to say 
what strategy we are using. 

“Officers are being instructed 
to enforce the law. We are not 
harassing anybody. That is not 
enforcement. 

“We are serious. about en- 
forcing the law and there is a 
law against ‘gambling. in 
Madison |" County,”"~ Byron 
concluded. 

The’ Finish Line office. in 
Gratiite City first was closed 

» Oct. 31 and the employee 
arrested for gathbling after 
Byron ruled the First Appellate 
Court order did not “affect 
Madison County, which is in. 
another appellate court district. 

The new order from the First 


Appellate’ Court names the > 


State’s attorney. of St. Clair 
County .and. the attorney 
general, but does. not name 
Madison County. specifically. 

However, it does contain a 
- provision | ‘stating the order © 
apple | \to any law en- 


forcement officer.” 

The order applies specifically 
to Chapter 8 regulations and 
gambling is controlled by 
Chapter 38 of Illinois Revised 
Statutes, the Press-Record has 
learned. 

Byron admitted the legal 
standing of the messenger 
services is “fuzzy” at present 
and there is likely to be a court 
challenge in Madison County. 
But he pledged to take the issue 
to the Illinois Supreme Court, if 
necessary, to keep gambling out 
of Madison County. 

“The answer now would be 
for the First Appellate Court in 
Chicago to get busy and decide 
the case on its merits instead of 
trying to use these injunctions 
and orders,” Byron said. 

Police were continuing to 
watch the Granite City 
establishment today, but no 
arrests had been made. at 
presstime, Veizer said. 

‘The Finish-Line Express in 
East St. Louis, apparently has 
not been watched or closed 
under the First Appellate Court 
order, authorities said. 

The text of that court order 
follows: 

“This cause coming on to be 
heard onthe motion of Finish 
Line Express, Inc., and the 
other _ plaintiffs-appellants 
herein, for clarification of this 
court’s injunctive orders and 
for appropriate instructions to 
defendants-appellees state of 

and Attorney General 
. Scott, and the court 
eretofore on July 14, 
1977, issued its stay order and 
injunction, pending the 
disposition of this appeal 
against the state of Ilinois, 
William J. Scott, attorney 
general, and James B. Roch- 
ford, superintendent of police of 
the city of Chicago, and their 
agents and employees, from 
enforcing against plaintiffs- 
appellants the provisions of 
Section 37-39.1, Chapter 8, of the 
Illinois Revised Statutes, and 
requiring a surety bond in the 
amount of $125,000.00 from the 
plaintiffs-appellants; and 

“It further appearing to the 
court that another order was 
entered by this court on Oct. 26, 
1977, denying the motion of the 
attorney. general, wherein he 
sought. to have’ plaintiffs- 
appellants and anyone having a 
financial interest in plaintiffs- 
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appellants as of July 14, 197, 
from in any manner what- 
soever, either directly or in- 
directly, opening, operating or 
ofherwise having~a financial 
interest in a messenger service 
business, or in premises used 
therefor not in existence as of 
July 14, 1977, excluded from the 
existing !njunction,. which 
motion was denied, thereby 
making it clear that it was not 
the intention of this court to 
restrict the plaintiffs-appellants 
and others, as aforesaid, in 
conjunction therewith, from 
opening or operating a 
messenger service business not 
in existence as of July 14, 1977, 
but that said _ plaintiffs- 
appellants could maintain their 
business, as usual, subject to 
the surety bond already posted 

“The emergency motion of 
plaintiffs-appellants of Jan. 18, 
1978, advises this court that a 
raid was conducted’ by the 
state’s attorney of St. Clair 
County on Dec. 16, 1977, upon a 
business location operated by 
Finish Line Express, Inc., at 324 
Collinsville Ave., East St. Louis, 
in St. Clair County, Illinois, in 
violation of the previous in- 
junction of this court. 

“This court finds the in- 
junction is effective throughout 
the state of Illinois, and applies 
to any law enforcement officer, 
including the state’s attorney of 
St. Clair County, and that the 
aforesaid raid was in fact in 
violation of-said injunction. 

“It is herefore ordered that 
William J. Scott, attorney 
general of the state of Illinois, 
as chief law enforcement officer 
of the state, advise and direct 
the state’s attorney of St. Clair 
County to cease and desist from 
any action undertaken as a 
result of the raid, and to return

a. youth behind his home was 
found guilty. by a.jury. of  in- 
voluntary manslaughter and 
was. sentenced to fiye years of 
Probation and six. months in the 
Madison County Jail. 

Recent felony sentericings 
made available to the Press- 
Record Tuesday in Edwards- 
ville Showed Circuit Judge 
Harold R. Clark ordering two 
years of conditional discharge 
unsupervised probation) for a 
youth who pleaded guilty to 
stabbing another youth. 

Circuit Judge Joseph J. Barr 
sentenced one youth to two 
years of probation and another 
to three years of probation after 
they pleaded guilty to separate 
burglaries. 

“We are out there working 
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our. . . off trying toeatch these 
guys, only to watch the judges 
set them free. You just can’t 
imagine the number of man- 
hours required to-catch a 
burglar ‘and prepare: a case 
against him. The cost to the 
taxpayers is tremendous, and 
the judges then give them 
probation,” ohe disgruntled 
police officer said this week. 

“Think of the cost of a one- 
week jury trial which ended up 
with (name omitted) being 
senteficed to probation and 10 
weekends in the county jail, not 
to mention the hours pent 
| preparing the-case after he shot 
‘another guy,” the officer said. 

Of nine local men found guilty 
in recent months of aggravated 
battery in shooting, stabbing 
and severe beating cases, only 
one was sentenced to serve six 
months at Vandalia, a minimal 
security institution.

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Two received probation and 
three months behind bars, two 
received probation and’ two 
weeks in jail,’ two others 
received probation and fines, 
and the other two got probation 
or conditional discharge with no 
fines or jail time. 

Burglary is a crime which 
concerns all homeowners and 
renters, and poses a tremen- 
dous burden on its victims, 
many are convinced. - 

Of 32 burglary convictions in 
recent months, only nine men 
were sentenced to one year or 
more in prison. A one-year 
prison term normally means 
only about six months or less is 
actually spent in the prison. 

The heaviest sentence was a 
three-to-nine-year prison 
sentence, and most received 
one to three years or two to six 
years behind:bars. Another was 
sentenced’ to 364 days, in 
minumum security. 

Seven convicted burglars 
were granted probation without 
any fine or jail time; and 
another received only a $150 
fine, according to ad- 
ministrative records, 

Four burglars were sentenced 
to probation and a month or less 
in jail, one got probation and 
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three months in jail and three 
were ordered to serve probation 
and’six months in jail. 

Sentences without probation 
for burglary were six months 
for two men, four months for 
another and three months for 
yet another. 

One man pleading guilty to 
‘burglary was ordered only to 
make restitution. 

Felony theft convictions and 
pleas resulted in one sentence of 
364 ‘days in prison; two 
probations with six-month jail 
terms; one probation with five 
months in jail; three probations 
with accompanying fines; one 
probation and restitution order; 
and two probations without any 
fines or jail terms ordered. 

Four auto burglary pleas and 
convictions resulted in a one-to- 
three year prison term for one 
youth; an order to serve a year 
of probation and 10 weekends in 
the céunty jail for another; and 
probation terms of two years 
and three years for two others. 

Pleas of guilty to theft of 
merchandise valued at under 
$150 (misdemeanor) resulted in

None 
received jail time- 

Two pleading guilty to rob- 
bery appeared before the 
judges and one got a year of 
probation with no jail time or 
fine. The other was ordered to 
spend two years under 
probation ahd 90 days in the 
county jail. 

Of three accused of armed 
robbery, one was sentenced to 


_serve one to three years in 


prison and charges against the 
other two were dismissed. 

Drug possession charges 
against two men resulted in two 
years of probation ‘each, -and, 
one was ordered to spend five 
weekends in the county”jail.

Stopping street dealer in 
drugs is main MEGS! mission

Stopping the street dealer in 
drugs is the major mission of 
the Metropolitan Enforcement 
Group of Southern Illinois 
(MEGSD, according to Richard 
Woods, director of MEGSI. 

Woods, a Granite City police 
officer for 14 years, was the 
guest speaker at the Granite 
City Rotary Club during its 
Tuesday noon meeting in the 
YMCA. 

Woods noted that MEGSI was 
formed with a federal grant in 
1975, and since June 1977 has 
been funded by the State of 
Illinois and participating cities 
of which Granite City is one, ina 
seven-county area. 

“We: basically are a covert 
police operation to remove 
illicit drug traffic from the 
street. Although we gain in- 
formation if possible on the big 
operator known as the 


wholesaler, we are after the 
small street dealers,” Woods 
said. 

“Local police have a hard 
time dealing with the street 
drug dealers, as all these 
hoodlums know who the 
uniformed police are and even 
who the detectives are. 

“Until recently, we, as police 
in general, were not really 
aware of the large number of 
street dealers. The dealer on the 
street may be as young as 15 
years of age. 

“The drug problem is getting 
worse and thase who say it is not 
are kidding themselves. -We 
have a drug problem here in 
Granite City. I like Granite City 
and live here, but like many 
other cities our size, we have a 
drug problem and it is on the 
increase. 

“Drugs are now in our junior 
high schools and this area has

Woods explained that as in- 
formation is gained on the 
wholesalers, the big drug 
dealers who in turn sell to a 
middleman and then to the 
street dealer, it is given to other 
state and federal agents who 
are after the middle men and 
wholesalers. 

“Information is gathered by 
our own men and informants 
known as CI's. They all have 
coded numbers. Some of our 
informants are questionable in 
their actions and are- people 
trying to take the ‘heat’ off 
themselves, but we also have 
good citizens who want to really 
help fight this menace to our 
society.” 

When asked about big raids, 
Woods replied, ‘‘Under my 
direction our department will 
not stage any spectacular raids 
that the media picks up. The 
reason is simple. A large force 
of 50 or 60 police goes out armed 
with warrants and rounds up 20 
or 30 dealers. The officers miss 
many and cause the other 
dealers to go into hiding. 

“We will arrest dealers as we 
make a case on them. We don’t 
want to lose’a dealer and cause 
him to hide and become even 
harder to catch,” Woods ex- 
plained, 

“Career policemen gain an 
rea] education and after a year 
with us they return to their own 
police department as a trained 
investigator,” Woods said. 

He explained that some police 
stay longer than a year, but 
most are assigned for one year. 
as they will work 16'to 18 hours a 
day, frequently for months 
without a break or chance to 
relax. 

Woods said that he hopes the 
new Class X crime legislation 
will force the courts to deal out 
some sentences rather than 
probation.

But the Champion-Chappell 
team is thought of most when it 
comes to high school basketball.

“But it goes a little deeper than 
that.

CHAPPELL worked the Class’ 
A (750 enrollment or less) state 
finals in Champaign in 1972 and 
the Class AA finals in 1973 and 
"75. In addition, he has worked 
many sectional, super sectional 
and regional games all the way 
from East Moline to Benton. 

Those state tournaments are 


a particularly outstanding, 


eompliment. to Chappell. The 
coaches throughout the state 
get together in January and 


rate the top officials they have _ 


seen work. Obviously, they like 
Chappell’s work. Only the best 
officials get to work in the state 
finals. 

A new addition to Chappell’s: 
agenda is girls’ basketball post 
season playoffs. “I worked the

Alton Marquette Regional and 
the Benton Sectional for the 
girls,’ said Chappell. ‘‘Girls’ 
basketball is sort of a ‘babe.in 
the woods’ right now, but each 
year, the competition will get 
better. I’ really enjoy working 
the girls’ tournament. 


THE TWO “have seen some 
great basketball players in their 
years as officials. Among those 
they named are Jay Shidler of 
Lawrenceville, Quinn. Buckner 
and Boyd Batts of the great 
Thronridge back-to-back state 
champions in 1972 and ’73, Otho 
Tucker from Paris ... the list 
goes on and on. 

Champion said. he’ got into 
officiating because he wants to 
stay near the sport because he 
loves it. “I worked at the YMCA. 
in Granite City when I was a kid 
and played basketball and of- 
ficiated a lot. I guess I sort’ of 
made up my mind then that: I 
wanted to.do it later.’” 


The two have ‘earned ‘the 
respect of many coaches 
because of their business-like 
attitude toward the game.

| TB care, treatment board defends record 


(Madison County 
Tuberculosis Clinic) 

On Jan. 19 of the present year, 
the grand jury filed a report in 
the Circuit Court for the Third 
Judicial Cireuit of Illinois, 
Madison County. 

Among other things, the 
grand jury reported recom- 
mendations pertaining to the 
operation of the Madison 
County TB Clinic. 

Specifically, the recom- 
mendations were as follows: 
“Periodic advertising of the 
free services available at the 
TB Clinic. 

2. “That the County Board 
reduce the expehditures 
directed toward tuberculosis 
because the disease is so well 
controlled at this time. 

3. “To redirect the existing 
personnel and equipment 
toward such possible uses as 
detection of venereal diseases, 
cancer and heart disease, etc.” 
etc.” 

In the following paragraphs, 
we shall endeavor to set the 
record straight about the 
grand jury’s recommendations 
concerning these. three issues. 

1. The Madison County 
Tuberculosis Sanatorium and 
Clinic opened in 1925. 

The sanatorium: closed in 
January 1969 but the clinic 
continued to operate in the 
same building until moving to a 
new building on the same 
grounds on June 3, 1971. The 
sanatorium building was 
converted inte a nursing home. 

We believe that after 52 years 
of operation on the same 
grounds, we do not need to 
provide ‘‘periodic advertising.’” 

2. According to the Glackin 
Law—to which we will address 
ourselves below—the county 
may levy up to .075 of assessed 
valuation for the control of 
tuberculosis, 

John Kraynak, county 
auditor, has informed us that 
presently the assessed 
valuation of Madison County is 
approximately — $1,136,000,000. 

That means that if we were to 
ask for the maximum levy 
which we could legally get 
(.075) we could collect ap- 
proximately $852,000 for the 
control of tuberculosis. 

During the fiscal period of 
June 1, 1976, to May 31, 1977, our 
expenditures were $235,899, 

Considering that the total 
population of Madison County is 
approximately 250,000, that 
means that it cost each person

In the second part of Item 3, it 
is stated that tuberculosis is 
well controlled at this time. 
This is only partially true. 

It is better controlled, but not 
until someone discovers an 
effective vaccine against 
tuberculosis— such as the ones 
used against small pox, typhoid, 
etc.—this disease will remain to 
be an ever-present threat. 

Consider these facts: Though 
we now have better drugs for 
the treatment of this disease, 
any new active case found 
requires a minimum of 18 
months to two years of treat- 
ment. 

These medications are ex- 
pensive. 

In many cases, contacts of 
new cases are also treated, as 
well as many cases with 

* positive tuberculin test without 
evidence of lung disease.

Shaw disappointed 


on capital 


President Kenneth A. Shaw of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville said Tuesday he 
is. disappointed but guardedly 
optimistic about the fiscal year 
1979 higher education capital 
project priority list approved 
that day by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education (IBHE). 

The list gives $641,000 in 
planning funds for SIUE’s 
multi-purpose building — a 
priority ranking of 56 out of a 
total of 120 items. 

The university and the SIU 
Board of Trustees had ranked 
the multi-purpose building, 
which is being designed to 
provide physical education and 
recreational facilities, as the 
No. 1 priority on the SIUE 
campus. 

The IBHE priority listing 
ranks four other capital 
projects at SIUE ‘above the 
multi-purpose building. 

“I am disappointed that-the 
IBHE didn’t choose to honor the 
priorities expressed by various 
systems in higher education,” 
President Shaw said. 

‘Had the board done so, our 
multi-purpose building would 
have had a much higher 
priority. 

“Given the logic the IBHE 
used, I think we've been treated 
fairly. The problem is, their 
logic does not take into account 
the inequitiés in facilities across 
‘the state, For this reason, our 
project was penalized. 

“However,” the president 
continued, “I'remain optimistic 
we will obtain the planning 
funds for the second phase of 
planning and full funding for the 
project during the next fiscal 
year. 

“If this could be so, it would 
be consistent with our timetable 
for completion of the facility.”’ 

The president added that he is 
“looking forward to great 
legislative support in ac- 
complishing the university's 
goal for this project.” 

‘The IBHE list of 120 capital 
items totals $89.8 million for all 
institutions of higher education 
in the state and would be

financed by state capital 
development bond funds. 

The multi-purpose building 
item for SIUE is at the $37.9 
million cumulative total level 
President Shaw said there has 
been no indication at this point 
as to the level of spending the 
legislature and governor will 
authorize for capital projects. 

Last year, capital projects 
authorized through capital 
development bond funding 
totaled $26.3 million for the 

State. 

Other SIUE capital projects 
and the priority rank given 
them by the IBHE include: 

Energy conservation-central 
utility control, $257,000, No. 14; 
minor remodeling, $241,000, No. 
32; roof replacement, $168,000, 
No. 38; Alton | campus 
renovation, $74,000, No. 42, and 
a second project costing 
$227,000, No. 113; and 
renovation of Wagner buildings, 
planning, $44,000, No. 75. 
~ Ranked No. 72 on the IBHE 
priority list was $1.5 million for 
a broadcast tower and related 
facilities for Southwestern 
Illinois Public Television Corp., 
which hopes to use the SIUE 
televison studios for 
educational television. 

In other action Tuesday, the 
IBHE approved plans for 
noninstructional. capital 
improvements totaling $2.5 


million on the SIUE campus. 


Approval also was given to 
change the curriculum for the 
doctor of dental medicine 
degree from three to four 
years. 

Regarding the School of 
Dental Medicine curriculum 
change, authority was given to 
expand the program to four 
years, with 48 students enrolled 
in each of the four years. 

Currently, 48 students are 
enrolled in each of three years. 

The change is intended to 
improve program quality and to 
enhance student professional 
maturity by adding more than 
600 hours to the curriculum. 

No addition capital ex- 
penditures will be required for 
the change.

troller ‘‘to give true financial 
status reports each month to 
state officials, the legislature 
and the public.” 

Blair, presenting the first of a 
series of discussion papers’ on 
the office, asserted, ‘‘Hlinois’ 
financial status eludes everyone 
because the state’s accounting 
system does not provide the 
reporting elements necessary 
for proper financial, analysis by 
state officials _and the 
legislature. 


“Although the 1970 Con- 
stitution clearly places ac- 
counting responsibility upon the 
state comptroller, the present 
system falls far short of 
meeting this responsibility, 

“One can acquire only ap- 
proximate current fund 
balances and expenditures to 
date. No one can accurately 
determine the state’s accounts 
payable, obligations that must 
be paid. 


“My first priority as comp- 
troller would be to revamp the 
current accounting system in 
order to gather and report all 
financial data necessary to give 
true status reports each month, 

“The need is apparent,”’ Blair 
said. ‘It is an all too familiar 
situation to have the office of 
the governor, the office of the 
comptroller and the Illinois 
Economic and Fiscal Com- 
mission give conflicting figures 
on Illinois’ financial status. 

“T will gather and report all 
accounts payable (obligations) 
at the time they are incurred by 
agencies of state government, 
as well as projected and actual 
revenues. 


“A monthly balance sheet will 
be prepared showing all fixed 
assets (buildings, land, etc), 
current assets (cash, in- 
ventories, etc.), accounts 
receivable (projected revenue), 
long term liabilities (bonded 
indebtedness), short term 
liabilities (accounts payable) 
and net worth (assets minus 
liabilities) of the state.” 

“Moreover,” Blair continued, 
“a monthly revenue-expense 
report will be prepared showing 
previously projected revenue 

and actual revenue for the 
month, actual expenditures and 
obligations (accounts payable) 
for the month, and remaining 
balance. 

“This report will show the 
true financial position of the 
state for each month,” Blair 
said. 

“Additionally,’’ Blair 
proclaimed, ‘I would provide a 
fiscal year report each month of 
the fiscal year showing cash-on- 
hand, projected revenues for 
the balance of the year, ex- 


penditures to date, obligations, 


(accounts payable) and, ap- 
propriation balances to 
determine if the state can afford 
to expend the balances of ap- 
propriations through a fiscal 
- year ending June 30. 


“In short,” Blair promised, 
“T will provide all the elements 
of accounting necessary for 
proper financial analysis by 
state officials’ and the 
legislature, and provide ac- 
curate financial reports to the 
people of Illinois.” 

Acknowledging that the 
technical nature of the 
responsibilities of the comp- 
troller’s office often make that 
office incomprehensible to the 
general public, Blair offered an 
analogy to explain the reforms 
he proposed. 

“You, as an individual, have a 
job and earn a salary and-or 
commissions on your sales. You 
have a che¢king account 
(analogous to Illinois’ cash on 
hand) and you buy your home, 
groceries, car, gas and other 
items on credit (analogous to 
the state’s accounts payable). 

“Let us pretend you do not 
keep records of the ings you 

except to place all tl 
purchase slips in?a folder, The 
state permits agencies to issue 
purchase orders of which the 
comptroller is unaware. 

“Bach month, you pay your 
bills. from your checking ac- 

it’ (cash on hand). If your 
account is low, you might hold 
payment of some bills until 
Jater (just as the governor holds 
the release of capital ex- 
-penditures or agencies hold bills 
-until revenues come in). 


“You estimate your income in 
future months in an effort to 
balance it with current. and 
future bills, but are not really 
certain what bills-you owe (just 
as the state is really unaware of 
its total tions).

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War news filled many 
of Pres. Lincoln's days 


Abraham Lincoln would have 
been 69 years old had he lived to 
Feb. 12, 1878. 

During the 13 years. that 
followed his death in 1865, the 
magazines and newspapers of 


the country many 
reminiscences and aneodotes 
about him. Some, but not all, of 
these writings found their way 
into the books of the past cen- 
tury. 

A selective check ah Winois 


newspaper files in the Illinois 
State Historical Library at 
Springfield has turned up @ 
number of Lincoln anecodotes 
that were being printed and 
reprinted 100 years ago. 

Although most were from. the 
Civil War period and concerned 
the president's compassion and 
personal interest in relieving 
the suffering and injustices 
caused by the war, there were a 
few stories on the lighter side. 

One of these, published in the 
Illinois State Journal of 
Springfield, concerned a 
senator the writer.called “Hon. 
Jeremiah Jones’ who was 
“mainly distinguished for his 
industry in seeking places for 
“his. friends.” . 

When Lincoln was asked ‘‘to 
give a brief abstract of what he 
did’ during the day,” the 
president replied: “Well, my 
friend, I eat my breakfast and 
then I go to headquarters and 
hear the latest news from the 
Army. 

“And then I eat my dinner 
and then go to headquarters and 
hear the latest news from the 
Army, and then I drink my tea 
and go to headquarters and 
hear the latest from the Army. 

“Then I go to my chamber 
and make ready for bed, and I 
look under my ‘bed to see if 
Jerry is there, and if not I thank 
God and bounce in."’ 

The Chicago Inter-Ocean 
published a column of excerpts 
from anarticle by Noah Brooks, 
an author and friend of Lin- 
coln’s, which had appeared in 
Scribner's Monthly, 

Brooks had noted that Lincoln 
wrote out his speeches before 
delivering them and asked why. 

Lincoln answered: ‘“The last 
time I made an off-hand speech, 
I used the phrase as applied to 
the rebels ‘turned tail and ran.’ 

“Some very nice Boston folks, 
Iam grieved to hear, were very 
much outraged by that phrase, 
which they though improper. 
So, I resolved to make no more 
impromptu speeches, if I could 
help it.” 

Possibly the most touching 
story of many on the serious 
side concerned a Col. Scott of a 
New Hampshire regiment, 
which was published: in the 
State Journal without crediting ~ 
the source. 

The colonel had become 
“extremely ill of camp fever 
near Hampton Roads” (Va.). 
His wife came down from their 
home and nursed him back to 
where he ‘was strong enough to 
be taken to Washington 
. They boarded a 
steamer which was sunk in the 
night in a collision with a larger 
vessel. The colonel was 
rescued but the search for his 
wife proved futile and’ “tne 
young officer, half frantic with 
grief, was compelled to go to 
Washington. 

“Within a week, however, he 
received word that the body of a 
lady had been washed on shore” 
and that some Confederate 
“good country people” had 
“cared for it and were keeping 
it for him. 

The colonel applied to 
Secretary of War Edwin M. 
Stanton for permission to 
retrieve the body, but his plea 
was rejected as necessary 
precaution against the 

= premature disclosure of im- 
portant ‘military plans.” 

A friend suggested that they 
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| glistening in his eyes, and 
grasped the colonel’s hand, 
saying, ‘I treated you brutally 
last night. 

“« Task your pardon. I was 
utterly tired out. I generally 

me about as savage as a 
wildcate by Saturday: night, 
drained of the milk of human 
kindness;’ "” 

After further apologies, Pres, 
Lincoln drove the colonel to the 
Navy yard and saw him boarda 
steamer for his ‘‘pious 
expedition,” saying, ‘.‘T hopé_ 
you will have no more trouble in 
_ this sad affair — and Colofiel; 
“try and forget last night,’

Scoville and Charles Meyers, 
another levee board member, 
were indicted by a federal 
grand jury in April 1975 with 
receiving kickbacks of more 
than $6,000.

Congress Is 


Changing Its Ways 


by John W. Gardner 


Congress is improving—acting more ac- 
countable, holding itself to tougher standards 
of ethics, managing its own work better. Who 
says 80? J do, and I’ve been writing harsh 
things about Congress for a lot of years. Now 
it’s time to report a turn for the better. 

.The public's attitude toward Congress is so 
negative that I may already have lost a lot of 
readers. Maybe we really don’t want to hear 
anything good about Congress. But we ought to 
pay attention. These are the folks who spend 
our tax dollars. 

Here’s how Congress is getting better: 

® Since 1974 Congress has operated under 
campaign financing rules that make it possible 
for the public to know where they get their cam- 
paign money, rules that considerably reduce 
the corruption in election funding. 

© Until a few years ago virtually all bill- 
drafting sessions of Congressional committees 
were conducted in secrecy. Today most bill- 
drafting sessions are open—and when they’re 
closed there’s usually a pretty good reason, 
such as national security. 

© Until recently, when bills reached the floor 
of the House or Senate, votes on significant 
amendments were often unrecorded, so that we 
couldn’t really know how our elected represen- 
tatives voted. Now almost all votes are re- 
corded, and we can hold our representatives 
to account. 

* When this decade began the seniority sys- 
tem ensured that the power of the House and 
Senate would remain securely in the hands of 
autocratic (sometimes tyrannical) © committee 
chairmen. Today the seniority system is drasti-

cally altered and the powers of the chairman 
sharply reduced. 

° Today, young or newly-elected Members 
of Congress don’t have to wait years for a 
responsible subcommittee chairmanship. The 
jobs are spread around, and 4 newcomer may 
get one quite early. 

© Members of Congress have to make fingn- 
cial disclosure, particularly of their sources of 
outside income. This enables us to judge 
whether our elected representatives have a per- 
sonal financial stake in the_very matter on 
which he or she is voting. 

© There is a strict limit on the acceptance by 
Members of Congress of from lobbyists. 

* Congress has forbidden its members to 
accept gifts for office expenditures (the official 
name for the so-called ‘‘slush funds’’ that so 
many Members of Congress maintained, 
usually in total secrecy.) 

© Congress has set up a Congressional Bud- 
get Office so that it can judge the total 
effect of its spending on the Federal Budget. 

The Congress has taken a lot of criticism. It 
deserves applause for these important ad- 
vances toward integrity. 

Now if Members of Congress would enact 
public financing for their own Congressional 
campaigns to eliminate the power of money to 
buy political results, they would have earned 
a wholly new reputation. 
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Low Income Working Parents May 
Qualify for Earned Income Credit 


Parents who earned less than $8,000 
last year may once again be cligible to 
apply for an Earned Income Credit (EIC) 
and receive a special payment of up to 
$400 from the Federal government. 

Earned Income Credit, a payment in 
the form of a tax credit, was first estab- 
lished by the Tax Reduction Act of 1975 
ang has been extended each year since 
then. The amount of the credit is deter- 
mined by the recipient's total and earned 
income for 1977. 

In addition to having an income of less 
than $8,000 which includes some earned 
income, recipients must have paid over 
half the cost of keeping up a home in the 
U.S. for all of 1977 for themselves and 
their child who was under 19 years old or 
a full-time student, or for their adult dis- 
abled child who qualifies as their depend- 
ent. The home can be either owned or 
rented 

The EIC may even mean a refund 
check for workers who normally would 
not be required to file 3 tax return.

For people whose total income in 1977 
was $4,000 or less, the credit is 10 per- 
cent of earned income, with a maximum 
of $400 (10 percent of. $4,000).

Persons who discover that they were 
eligible for EIC in past years but did not 
claim it can still do so.

RED GIANTS AND WHITE DWARFS 


Depending on the mass it 
starts with, a star is born with 
varying characteristics such as 
size. brightness, color, rate of 
energy production, tempera- 
ture. and density. As stars ma- 
ture most of them settle down 
to long. stable middle ages 
after sometimes rapid periods 
of development in their 
youths. Of course, stars have 
astronomically long youths + 
from tens of thousands of 
years to tens of millions of 
years ~ as well as astronomical- 
iy long middle ages - from 
hundreds of millions to tens of 
billions of years. 

The length of a star's youth 
and middle age depends on the 
mass it starts with, which in 
turn determines how rapidly its 
hydrogen is fused into helium 
and other elements. Stars with 
masses less than the Sun un- 
doubtedly have very long 
youths and middle ages, per 
haps up to many billions of 
years. The Sun, as a star with 
an average amount of mass, 
may have « middle age span of 
10 or more billion years. Stars 
10 to 100 times as massive as 


Appendicitis Strikes 
Many Of Us Each Year 


Acute inflammation of the ap- 
pendix is the most common reason 
for abdominal surgery. Every 15th 
person (7 per cent) becomes affected 
with acute appendicitis at some time 
in his life ; 

Appendicitis otcurs at all ages 
but is most frequent in young adults 
between 20 and 30. Approximately 
200,060 cases of acute appendicitis 
are recognized in the United States 
afinually. Fatality rate is one per cent.

Few of us are fortunate enough to make 
it through an entire year without some 
kind of medical expense. It might simply

If you had significant medical expense in 
1977 and especially if you don't have med- 
ital insurance to help pick up the tab, you 
can fecover Somme of your money by taking 
advantage of tht medical deductions pro- 
vided on your federal incofie tax return. 
You sust, however. itemize deductions 1 
claim medical and dental expenses. 

You can deduct most medical and deatal 
expenses for yourself, your Spouse, the 
thitdren, und any other dependent you 

have, using Schedule A, Form 1040. 
Here's #. quick line by line explanation of 
the section of the form marked “Medical 
and Dental Expenses (not compensated by 
insurance or otherwise).”” 

The first thing you'll need to know is 
how much you paid for medical insurance 
during the year. You wre allowed 1 enter 
half the premiums paid—the maximuin you 
can enter, however, is $150. 

Kem aumber 2 is reserved for “ine 
and drugs."" Prescribed and non-prescribed 
medicine and- drugs, prescribed special 
foods or beverages in addition to your 
formal diet, birth control pills or devices 
prescribed by your doctor, and vitamins or 
iron supplements. prescribed. of recom- 
thended by your doctor are enteted here. 

Drugs and medicines are deductible only 
to the extent that they exéced one percent 
of your adjusted gross income. so on the 
next wo lines (3 and 4) you Will have to 
enter one percent of your income (from 
line 31, Form 1040) and reduce your medi- 
‘cine/drug expenses by that amount. 

The balance of the premiums you paid 
for sa insurance ate entered on line 


Line 6 provides space to enter charges 
for doctors, deAtists, hospitals, hearing 

js. tranyportation for medical purposes. 
afd any other medical item you are claim- 
ing. 

The tax laws ure pretty liberal when it 
comes to medical expenses. For example. 
acupuncture treatments, therapy for drug 
addiction, Iegul abortions, cost and mainte- 
hance of a guide dog for the deaf or blind. 
the cost of Braille books and magazines to 
the extent they exceéd the price for regu 
lar editions. and even the cost of a face- 
lift operation—all deductible 

What is not allowed are things like 3 trip 
taken to improve morale or “get away ftom 
it all," even if advised by your doctor. 
health club dues, maternity clothes, diaper 
services. or illegal opérations. 

So if the onset of middle age finds you 
of a treadmill down at the neighborhood 
health spa. you cannot deduct the expense 
ven if your doctor is delighted With your 
new waistline and encourages your contin- 
ved membership. 

After you have added up all your medi- 
eal expenses on line 7, it's on lines 8 and 9 
that you must reduce that figure by three 
percent of your adjusted gross’ income. 
‘The resulting figure is your total deduction 
for inedical expenses. 

Here's a typical example: suppose your 
adjusted gross income: is $15,000 and your 
medical expenses fot the yeai total $800, 
Three percent of $15.000 is $450. Subtract 
it ftom $800 and your allowable deduction 
would be $350. Bear in mind now that, a3 
mentioned, one-half of your medical insur- 
ance premiums, up to a maximum of $150, 
is deductible without regard to the three 
percent requirement, 

Memizing medical of any other déduc- 
tions takes more work. But since you have 
decidedsit’s to your advantage to do so, 
why 'not make sure you claim every: single 
expense allowable?

where they are treated. knowing thyt these 
expenses ofted can amount to a sizable 
yet freqdently overlooked. medical deduc- 
tion. 

You can deduet transportation expenses 
in the actual amounts involved, or at 4 rate 
of 7 cents per mile. Parking fees and tolls 
ah be added to the mileage expenses. In 4 
year's time, the miles alone can add up to 
a significant amount. 

Suppose you live 15 miles from: the hos- 
pital and you travel there and back once a 
week for physical therapy. That's $2.10 
each trip (30 miles X 7¢) which adds up to 
just over $109 for the year. Plus, while 
there you must pay $I for parking, which 
comes to $52 (S2 weeks X $1). At the end 
‘of the year you would be entitled to a 
deduction of $161 plus some change. 

If your doctor advises you to head for a 
warmer climate because your arthritis has 
been acting up, your transportation costs, 
round trip, ate deductible. But the costs of 
meals. lodging. and incidentals while 
you're gway afe not deductible, sin¢ée you 
would have the same expenses if you 
stayed horhe. 

There ate some other limitations to keep 
in mind if you'te planning to deduct trans- 
portation expenses involved with medical 
cate. You canfot include depteciation of 
insurarice on your car. nor can you claitn 
expenses ihcufred when your doctor tells 
you to have: surgical or other treatment 
and. purely for personal reasons, you 
choose to travel to another city to have it 
performed.

Medical Association points out, is a 
small pouch arising from the first 
portion of the large bowel, near the 
point where it receives the liquid con- 
tents of the small bgwel. A useless 
organ in man, the appendix is usually 
about the diameter of a lead pencil 
and three or four inches long. Trou- 
ble comes when bowel content enters 
the appendix and lodges there, block- 
ing drainage out of the pouch. The 
appendix swells and, if not removed 
promptly, will often rupture, spilling 
the infected contents into the ab- 
dominal cavity 

The three chief symptoms are 
pain, nausea and vomiting, with 
tenderness in the right lower portion 
of the abdominal wall. There is great 
variation in symptoms. Pain may oc- 
cur in the back or pelvis. There may 
be only slight pain, even when the ap- 
pendix has ruptured. But most often 
the pain is severe 

Treatinent is removal by surgery. 
If diagnosis can be made early, before 
rupture occurs, the operation is eom- 
paratively simple. If the appendix has 
burst, the clean up job becomes much 
more complicated. 

Illness and death from appen- 
dicitis im children has decreased 
markedly, due to improvements in 
diagnosis, safer anesthesia, and ad- 
vances in Surgical technique and pa- 
tient care. But the most important ad- 
vance was the introduction of an- 
tibiotics to treat infection. Among 
colder patients the fatality rate is con- 
siderably higher than in children.

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Language 
institute at 
McKendree 


The first month of a brand 
new program on the McKendree 
College campus has been ter- 
med a success by program 
directors and college ad- 
ministrators. 

The English Language 
Institute, foreign to most of the 
college community before Jan 
4, has proved to be a source of 
friendship, learning and 
sharing between the 16 Latin 
American Students  par- 
ticipating in the program and 
the rest of the campus, Public 
Information Director William 
Mueller says. 

ELI, as the program has been 
nicknamed, is an intensive five- 
month course of study in the 
English language and is open to 
students for whom English is a 
second language. Goal is to 
raise the students’ English 
proficiency to college entrance 
levels. 

According to Dr. Almeda 
Lahr-Well, director of the 
program, the students, from 
Central and South America, 
spoke little or no English when 
they arrived on campus. They 
will spend five and a half hours 
each weekday for five months 
studying structural grammar 
and pronunciation of English. 

Although the students spend 
time outside .the classroom, 
there is real learning going on 
all of the time, says Dr. Lahr- 
Well. 

The students are housed in 
campus dormitories and each 
has an American “brother or 
sister" for a roommate 

The idea of “one on one,” 
created by Vice President for 
Student Affairs Tom Darrah 
and his staff, is seen as an 
advantage for all of the Latin 
American students, since they 
are forced to speak English. 

Dr. Lahr-Well says, ‘They 
have not been able to cluster 
together on one floor of a dorm 
and so have not spent a great 
deal of time together speaking 
Spanish, 

“They have had to com- 
municate with their American 
roommates in English, 
speeding up their learning 
process and resulting in quick 
acculturation to North 
America. 

“The North American 
students have come through 
with flying colors,’ she. said, 
noting that many have volun: 
teered to tutor and provide 
transportation for doctor ap- 
pointments, sightseeing tours, 
shopping trips, ete. 

Many McKendree students 
have already taken their 
foreign counterparts home to 
meet their families and are 
including them in all phases of 
campus life. 

“We just didn't expect all of 
this so quickly. That’s what I 
wanted, I wanted them to relate 
to each other and that’s what is 
happening,’’ Dr. Lahr-Well 
exclaimed. “McKendree has a 
friendly air about it and that has 
turned the students on to the 
program and on to the people.”” 

“Residents of Lebanon also 
have been anxious to be in- 
volved. They have volunteered 


- to serve as host families to the 


students and that proved to be 
another success Thursday 
evening, Feb. 2, when a 
reception for the families and 
the students was held in Deneen 
Center on campus. 

“A student was assigned to 
each family. Although the 
students and ‘their North 
American mothers and fathers 
had some difficulty un- 
derstanding each other, Deneen 
Center was a noisy place during 
the reception. Lebanon 
residents have also volunteered 
to take the students on field 
trips and to tutor them. 

Besides Dr. Lahr-Well, who 
conducted a similar program at 
St. Louis University, there is 
another instructor for the 
program, Leopoldo 
Kallingbeck. 

A second English language 
institute will get under way in 
August and will run through 
December.

" “The legislation is designed'to 
ease the tax burden on low- and. 
middle-income families and to 
provide tax relief at the em- 
ployment level,” Cong. Price 
said. 

“Besides the reduced tax 
rate, the legislation would in- 
‘crease the taxable wage base in 
1979 to $100,000 and provide for a 
one-third contribution from 
general revenues. 


“The key to the proposal is 
the reduced tax rate,” said the 
local man. 

“This reduction would 
provide -employers with the 
incentive to expand produc- 
tivity by increasing work. for- 
ces, instead of intensifying the 
work done by existing work 


forces. 

“It would no longer be tax- 
beneficial for employers to keep. 
work forces at-existing levels,” 
Price said. 

“It is projected that as many 
as two million jobs could be 
created as a result of this 
legislation, which would 
provide the federal’ treasury 
with an additional $32 million 
per year.

100,000 IIlinoisans are trained 
in cardiopulmonary resuscitation 


A hundred _ thousand 
Illinoisans have been trained in 
the life-saving technique known 
as cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) and the 
demand for it is continuing, the 
Illinois Heart Association says. 

The Heart Association 
launched a program three years 
ago to train that number in the 
basic life-saving technique, 
which involves mouth-to-mouth 
breathing and external heart 
compression to revive persons 
who have stopped breathing or 
whose hearts have stopped. 

Carolyn Jones, RN, Ed.D., of 
Pekin, chairperson of the Heart 
Association's Basic Life Sup-

port Committee, said, ‘People 
of all ages from all walks of life 
responded overwhelmingly and 
the demand for the training is 
still continuing at a high rate.’ 

Since the four-hour training 
courses began, the Heart 
Association has documented a 
number of “saves” by persons 
trained in the technique and 
says many have gone 
unreported. 

When the Heart Association 
began the effort to train the 
public, doctors were com- 
plaining that many Illinoisans 
with hearts too good to die were 
succumbing before reaching 
hospitals. 

Individuals who have stopped 
breathing or whose hearts have 
stopped due to heart attacks, 
drowning, electrical shock and 
other mishaps have virtually no 
chance of survival unless help is 
Provided within four to six 
minutes. They are usually dead 
on arrival at hospitals. 

An intensive publicity 
campaign was begun, utilizing 
newspapers, radio and 
television in an effort to interest 
the public in the training. The 
campaign moved into high gear 
when Midwest Television, Inc., 
with stations in Champaign and 
Peoria, became interested in 
the project and started holding 
telethons to raise money for 
CPR training. 

Coordinating committees 
were formed at 18 locations in 
the state and the committees 
arranged training courses for 
instructors who taught CPR to 
the public. Courses were 
standardized to provide quality 
control and every instructor 
and those who train instructors 
were, and still are, certified by 
the Heart Association. 

The activities record of each 
instructor and those who train 
instructors is fed into a com- 
puter and those who have 
reached a certain level of ac- 
tivity are recertified annually. 

Illinois executives, 
housewives, teenagers, 
policemen and those long past 
Tetirement age have had the 
four-hour training courses. 

Mrs. Judy A. Sims of Route 4, 
Charleston, a homemaker and 
mother of four, said, “I wish 
everybody would take it. It's 
interesting and it’s not that 
hard. I would like to take a 
refresher course someday.”” 
She was trained in November at 
Emanuel Lutheran Church in 
Charleston. 

. William Skurski of Rockford, 
an 18-year-old student at Rock 
Valley College, said, “It was 
very beneficial and I think 
‘everybody should take it. It was 
not as hard as it would seem and 
I feel, I could perform it 
”" Skurski 
took the training as part of an 


excellent,’’ said Elmer 
Mueggenborg, retired manager 
ofa customer accounting office, 
from his home at Galesburg. 
Mueggenborg and his wife both 
took the training and he said, 
“Everybody should take it. It 
was interesting and we learned 
some things we would not have 
thought of. We now feel we 
could help someone if the oc- 
casion arose.”” 

Mrs. Genevieve Doan, a 
licensed practical nurse who 
works for the Vermilion County 
Health Department as a home 
health aide, said, ‘‘I think it’s a 
wonderful thing. I won't use it in 
my everyday life, but in an 
emergency I could and I think 
everybody connected with first 
aid should have it. You never 
know when you're going to need 
it.” 

She echoed the words of 
Doctor Richard Allyn of 
Springfield, a former president 
of the Heart Association, who 
was instrumental in launching 
the training effort. Dr. Allyn 
said, “A person might only need 
to know CPR once, but when 
will that once be? I could mean 
the difference between life and 
death for a loved one.””

Cash crunch for farmers 


(Press-Record 
Washington Bureau) 

Farmers probably will not get 
all they want from Congress, 
but it appears unlikely they will 
walk away. empty-handed. 

Considerable resistance is 
mounting to efforts to increase 
subsidies by boosting the target 
prices set in the new four-year 
Farm Bill approved by 
President Carter in October, a 
House Agriculture Committee 
staff member said. 

The feeling is that the cost is 
too great, and reopening the 
Farm Bill would provoke: a 
controversy that would last into 
the spring before anything is 
resolved. 

“But there is also a feeling 
that something should be done,” 
he said 

That “something” may be to 
expand credit programs to help 
farmers with an immediate 
cash crisis, and to pass 
legislation intended to expand 
foreign markets for U.S 
agricultural products. 

Those steps could be taken 
without undue delay, excessive 
costs or tampering with the 
Farm Bill, the staff member 
said 

It also would allow farm belt 
congressmen to tell their 
constituents at election time 
that they did do something to 
help them. 

A number of bills are pending 
to alleviate part of the cash 
crunch. 

Rep. Edward Madigan, R-II, 
has introduced a bill to raise the 
ceilings on real estate and 
operating loans for farmers. 

Under his bill, the $100,000 
limit on real estate loans would 
be increased to $200,000 in in- 
sured loans from the Farmers 
Home Administration (FMHA) 
and to $300,000 on guaranteed 
loans from private lenders. 

The Madigan bill would raise 
the $50,000 limit on operating 
loans to $100,000 on insured 
loans and $200,000 on guaran- 
teed loans, 

Rep. Glenn English, D-Okla., 
would allow farmers to 
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30 versatile color and pattern combinations 
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refinance loans through the 
FMHA and defer payment of 
principal and interest for five 
years on real estate loans, three 
years on equipment loans and 
two years on operating expense 
loans, 

As a means of expanding 
exports, more liberal credit 
arrangements for foreign 
buyers are proposed under 
legislation introduced by Rep. 
Paul Findley, R-Ill., and the 
late Sen. Hubert Humphrey. 

The Findley-Humphrey 
legislation Would provide in- 
termediate credit to foreign 
buyers by authorizing the 
Commodity Credit Corp, to 
finance the export of 
agricultural products(on credit 
terms of more than t years 
but not more than 10\yffars. 

Currently, CCC loans are 
limited to three years, while 20- 
and 30-year loans are available 
under the ‘Food For Peace” 
law, which aids undeveloped 
countries in feeding their 
populations, 

Those two programs ac- 
counted fer about $2 billion out 
of the $24 billion in agricultural 
exports in the 1977 fiscal year. 

A more controversial section 
of that legislation is aimed at 


expanding sales to Communist 
China and the Soviet Union by 
removing the restriction on 
eligibility of Communist 
countries to take part in CCC 
export credit sales programs. 

Considerably less con- 
troversial is the “Agricultural 
Trade Act of 1978” introduced 
by Democratic Reps. Dawson 
Mathis of Georgia and W. R. 
Poage of Texas 

Their bill would establish at 
least six U.S. Agricultural 


Trade offices abroad with the” 


sole job of developing markets 
based on goals set by com- 
modity and by country. 

"It also would elevate U.S. 
Department of’ Agriculture 
attaches assigned to U.S. 
embassies to the rank of 
“counselors,”” giving them 
greater diplomatic status. 

The Mathis-Poage Bill also 
improves the terms and in- 
crease the amount of CCC credit 
offered to foreign buyers of U.S. 
agriéultural products. 

Such measures may not be 
regarded by farmers as suf- 
ficient. But they “would” not 
make a big dent in the federal 
treasury, and the prospects for 
an earlier accord are greater.

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Simon defends his fundraiser * 
receptions held in Washington

The hoary spectre of special 
interest contributions to 
Congressional campaigns is 
being raised once again on the 

banks of the Potomac. 

Common Cause; the self- 
styled “Citizen’s Lobby,” has 
issued a report that 63 House 
members put the bite on lob- 
byists with fundraising events 
here in the first nine months of 
197. : 

Included in that list of 
benefieiaries of Washington 
fundraisers are two [Illinois 
Democrats, Paul Simon of 
Carbondale and Martin Russo 
of South Holland. 

Simon, who represents the 
state’s southernmost district, 
netted about $11,000 from a $100- 
a-person cocktail reception 
Sept. 20 at the National 
Demoeratie Club, according to 
a Simon aide. 

It was the second Washington 
fundraiser Simon has held since 
he was first elected to Congress 
in 1974, * 

Russo, who represents a 
district in the South Chicago 
suburbs, estimates he raised 
$10,000 to $12,000 at a $500-a- 
person party June 27 at the 
home of his close friend, Rep. 
Fred Richmond, D-N.Y. 

Bert Lance, then the director 
of the Office of Management 
and Budget, was the guest of 
honor at the party, the third 
Washington Russo has held 
since he came to Congress in 
1974. 

“The invitees to Washington 
fundraisers are invariably 


* lobbists and the interest groups 


they represent,” according to 
Fred Wertheimer, _vice- 
president of Common Cause. 

“These fundraisers play a 
central role in channelling 
contributions to incumbents.” 

Wertheimer said special 


State backs U. S: 
school,department 


Recent federal decisions 
clearly respond to Illinois Board 
of Education policy decisions, 
according to Jack Witkowsky, 
chairman of the Illinois state 
board: 

The concept of a federal 
cabinet-level post for education 
was endorsed by the state board 
in December 1977. President 
Jimmy Carter announced his 
support for a department of 
education in his 1978 State of the 
Union address. The proposal 
has also been endorsed by 
teachers, administrators and 
school board groups in Illinois 
and nationally. 

Witkowsky also noted that the 
federal budget includes an 11 
percent increase for schools 
with an emphasis on basic 
skills, a priority of the Ilinois 
Board of Education. 

“This could help local schools 
raise achievement test scores 
over the next two or three 
years,” Witkowsky noted. 

He also endorsed an increase 
in federal assistance for the 
education of handicapped 
persons, another major ob- 
jective of both the State Board 
of Education and the Illinois 
General Assembly. 

He said that State Superin- 
tendent of Education Joseph M. 
Cronin also is reviewing other 
parts of the federal budget, 
including energy proposals to 
help insulate schools, and an 


interest groups gave $13.2 
million to House and Senate 
incumbents in the 1976 cam- 
paign, compared to $4.1 million 
to their challengers. 

“The Washington, D.C., 
fundraiser is an institution that 
ought to be done away with,” 
said Wertheimer.

Common Cause would like to 
“exorcise the spirits” of special 
interests by going to a public 
financing system for 
Congressional campaigns in 
which publie funds would be 
used to match private con- 
tributions up to $100.

Democrats and 
Republicans, liberals, con- 
servatives and moderates, 
freshman members and 25-year 
veterans,’ Wertheimer said. 

“Even representatives who 
oppase the present system must 
play the Washington, D.C., 
fundraising game because they 
see no other effective way to 
raise significant campaign 
funds.””

Simon has been in the 
forefront of campaign and 
‘Personal economic diselesure 
efforts since his days in the 
Ilinois legislature. 

He currently bares every 
contribution he receives, even 
though the law requires him 
only to name donors of more 
than $100. s 

Simon also is among those 
who back public financing. 

But both he and Russo resent 
the implication by Common 
Cause that there is something 
evil or unethical in staging 
fundraisers here to draw dollars 
from Washington-based lob- 
byists. 

Simon told me he thinks such 
fundraisers are necessary 
under the present system. 

He also said he does not feel 
that there are a great many 
more special interest con- 
tributors at fundraisers here 
than in similar events back in 
his district. 

“What you end up with are 
your friends supporting you in 
both cases, some of whom do 


happen to represent special 
interests,’ Simon said. — 

Simon sees no point in 
denying what he con- 
siders to be @ legitimate source 
of political funds. 

He notes that his personal 
policy on disclosures allows the 
public to know where he gets 
every nickel, 

“Tam not against having 
contributions from outside the 
district,” Simon said. ‘That 
way, I am not always hitting up, 
the people in Southern Illinois. 

Russo also said he sees 
nothing wrong in taking money 
from Washington lobbyists. 

“T resent the fact that they 
(Common Cause) suggest there 
is something inherently wrong 
in Washington fundraisers,” be 
said. ‘‘It does not buy an ly 
any more influence.” 

Fundraisers here. are a 
natural thing since Washington 
is the hub of legislative activity, 
and nearly everybody. affected 
by it has somebody here 
monitoring Congress, Russo 

i 


‘ommon Cause has its main 
office in Washington because 
they want to influence 
legislation — and they do a good 
job of it,” Russo said. 

Risso said the suggestion that 
Washington fundraisers give an 
incumbent an edge are offbase 
in his case. He said in his first 
run for office, he raised twice as 
much money as the incumbent. 

Russo conceded that his af- 
fairs here are more expensive. 
His district fundraiser was a 
$50-a-ticket affair, a tenth the 
cost of his Washington party. 

“But that (the district fun- 
draiser) was a mass thing at- 
tended by about 1,000 people,” 
he said. ‘“The $500 party was a 
private, select fundraiser. 

“As long as we are operating 
under the present system, I see 
nothing wrong with it.””

You can stay comfortable 
even if you're turning down the 
thermostat to save energy and 
money this winter. 
Appropriate dress is.the key 
to staying warm when tem- 
peratites drop below 70 degrees 


Fv should wear ¢lothes that 
entrap air, so your body heat 
can’t escape. Trapping air 
within the garment — and 
between it and your body or 
other layers of clothing — gives 
clothing its insulation value. 

Consequently, thicker’ feeling 
fabrics are warmer , than 
thinner ones. Fabric thickness 
— not the weight— makes the 
clothing warm. 


It’s better to wear several 
layers of lightweight clothing 
than to wear one or two heavy 
layers. These layers build up 
the dead-air pockets and trap 
your body heat. They also allow 
you to remove layers of clothing 
as you increase your activity 
and become warm. 

Fabrie construction is more 
important. than fiber content. 
For example, a knit sweater 
made of synthetic aerylic is 
warm because. the knit con- 
struction traps air. You don’t 
need to wear wool & keep. 
warm. 

Thermal fabrics provide 
another way to trap air. Good 
quality thermal underwear 
creates a. larger layer of 
trapped body air between your 
skin and the underwear and 
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between Lapeer err! and the 
next layer. 

Down is a good insulator and 
provides warmth without 
weight. Down compresses 
easily and is still lient. It 
breathes, it allows. body. 
moisture to escape and it’s 
washable. Polyester fiber fill 
has many of the qualities of 
down, and less expensive. 

To keep warm and com- 
fortable. in active sports or 
outdoor’ work, wear elothing 
that will absorb perspiration. A 
cotton T-shirt or a thin pair of 
cotton socks under your thicker 
socks provide extra warmth. 

Cold is a general stress and 
calls on body energy reserves to 
‘compensate. The elderly, in-) 
fants, premature, babies, 
alcoholics, the malnourished 
and people with poor circulation 
must be given special care to 
limit heat loss and to avoid cold | 
temperatures.

Increased police training foreseen 


Increased training to deal 
with domestic violence and 
growing technological crimes 
will be necessary for police in 
the next decade, according to 
Mearl Justus, Cahokia chief of 
police. Justus, a member of the 
Belleville Area College board, 
spoke to the 1978 Belleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce 
recognition program for boards 
of trustees at Fischer’s 
Restaurant. 

In discussing “Future Trends 
in Law Enforcement,” he’ 
forecast that the crime rate will 
continue to increase, but at a 
slower rate than in the past. 

Crimes committed” for “‘ex- 
citement,” such as shoplifting, 
will be on the rise and con- 
ditions are such that domestic 
violence also will increase, he 
believes. 

Justus noted that crimes 
connected with technology—for 
example, electronic banking 
and the use of citizen band 
radios to communicate in the 
execution of crimes—will be 
more numerous. 

He also predicts a con- 
tinuation of the trend for 
populations to move from the 
inner city to suburbs, and 
foresees problems as a result 
unless there is more training for 
law enforcement personnel in 
race relationse 

Justus said there will be less 
involvement of the federal 
government with local law 
enforcement. 

“The federal role is likely to 
decrease. In fact, assistance 
from the federal government 
may be non-existent in the next 
decade,” he said. 

“Training and funding of 
training will be a state and local 
matter.” ‘ : 

Justus advocates that police 
training change to meet these 
future trends. 

Recruits will need training in 
sociology, psychology, and 
other social sciences as well as 
the kinds of training they are 


| receiving at present, he said. 


“More and more, police are 


+ dealing with complex societal - 


problems a majority of the 
time, rather than with. the 
details of larceny. 

“Police must be trained to 


deal with domestic violence; 


mental problems, landlord- 
tenant conflicts, street gangs, 
and so forth.

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“I would recommend a kind 
of ‘war games’ training where 
officers have to resolve mock 
situations which simulate 
pressures of the real patrol 
situation—I'm not talking about 
role playing.” 

Patrol tactics will have to be 
redesigned, he averred; the 
energy ¢risis will continue, 
making the kind of patrol 
policies at present unfeasible. 

“New collective crimes, if 
they occur as predicted, will 
require that police have special 
training to become members of 
@ comprehensive ‘law en- 
forcement team involving, 
perhaps, several. different 
enforcing, bodies.” 

Justus sees a continuing 
emphasis on accountability in 
the training of law officers; 
training institutions will in- 
creasingly be asked to prove 
their value, with competency- 
based performance standards 
established ~ and their 
achievement required. 

“The high school graduate 
serving on even a small town 
police force will be the ex- 


ception during the next decade. 

“More complex duties will 
require more college’educated 
personnel. Increased stress 
training ‘will be necessary, 
especially since fewer police 
will have had military service. 

‘Officers must be trained in 
decision making skills, human 
relations, and the technical 
aspects of crime investigation. 

“A decade of rapidly ex- 
panding criminal justice 
programs—more than 1000° 
colleges now offer such “a 
curriculum—has provided more 
education for law officers. But 
evidence suggests that results 
have not been what they should 
have been. 

“Some of the criminal justice 
Programs will be eliminated. 
Others will combine higher 
education and police training 
academies ‘to create more 
professional law enforcement 
officers,” he prophesied. 

Justus noted that Denmark 
takes five years to fully train 
police. Some police in this 
country are considered trained 
after six weeks, he added. 


Justus himself holds an 
associate degree in law. en- 
forcement and is a graduate of 
the FBI National Academy and 
the Police Academy (St. Louis). 

Additionally, he has ac- 
cumulated more than 1,400 
classroom hours in various 
police ‘science courses’ and is 
presently working toward a 
degree in urban affairs at St. 
Louis University. 

He has been a member of the 
Cahokia Police Department 
since 1959. He was employed as 
a patrolman in that year and 
was made chief of police”two 
years later. 

Since 1974, Justus has been a 
member of the Illinois Local 
Governmental Law Enfor- 
cement Board, whose primary 
responsibility it is to certify all 
instructors and institutions 
involved with police training 
and to make recommendations 
for improvements in law en- 
forcement training. 

He is a past president of the 
Illinois Association of Chiefs of 
Police and is a board member of 
the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 


Door closed to candidates by some - 
in Alton area, Eftimoff contends 


Vasil Eftimoff, a Democratic 
candidate for Madison regional 
superintendent of schools, this 
week called recent en- 
dorsements by the Alton 
Township Democratic Com- 
mittee a “‘ludicrous farce” and 
a “continuation of the same 
oldtime, closed-shop _ politics. 

“Here you have a 
organization that has no 
foundation in law. It is, in effect, 
a loose-knit group of elected 
committeemen meeting and 
claiming that they have some 
authority from on high to 
bestow their blessings on 
selected candidates. 

“The independant 
Democrats, such as myself, 
have been consistent in their 
belief that there should be an 
open primary: no slating, no 
endorsing. Let each candidate 
take his qualifications to, the 
people and to the individual 
committeemen. 

“The real tragedy of the Alton 
Committee action was that it 
was,really closed to the public 
and the candidates. One can- 
didate was even denied ad- 
mission. 

“Why were they afraid to 
invite a candidate like Emil 
Toffant — a man with 30 years’ 
experience in professional 
police work with the state — to 
appear and present his 
programs and qualifications?

“Then after Chairman 
Voumard had made backroom 
deals, they allowed the can- 
didates to come in and drink 
beer and eat sandwiches — not 
discuss issues. 

“As one of the independant 
Democrats, I sincerely hope 
that the people will back us in 
our effort to bring political 
campaigns out of the 
backrooms and into the fresh 
air, where the voters have a 
chance to take a clear look at 
the programs and qualifications 
of all candidates running for 
office.

Sheriff intends to complete his present term in that office 


Sheriff John Maeras told the Press- 
Record Tuesday morning that he intends 
to finish out his second four-year term in 
that office, despite his move from the 
county seat at Edwardsville to his former 
residence in Madison. 

This would appear to rule out the pos- 
sibility of the Madison County Board 
voting on an acting sheriff'to serve until 
the sheriff elected this year is sworn in next 
December. 

The task facing voters in choosing a 
successor to Sheriff Maeras is a difficult 
one, and their perusal of those running in 
the Democratic primary election March 21 
can now proceed without one of the five 
having the advantage of direct service in 
the office. ’ 

This “kind of a iboost for a candidacy 
doesn’t always work, anyway. Ilinoisans 
recall that when the late Governor Otto 
Kerner resigned to accept a federal 
judgeship, Samuel Shapiro advanced to 
the executive mansion but lost in the 
general election to Richard Ogilvie. 


As the sheriff points out, a key factor in 
his decision to move back to the home he 
owns in Madison is his disappointment 
over an Internal Revenue Service ruling 
that he must pay federal income taxes on 
the rent the county has paid for his living 
quarters in Edwardsville. 

Sheriff Maeras had been willing to 
reside at the county jail, as had his pre- 
decessors. But three months before he 
took office in December 1970, the County 
Board voted to convert the sheriff offices 
in the County Courthouse for use by the 
Property assessment review staff. The 
sheriff's apartment at the jail then was 
changed into deputies’ and dispatchers 
offices, resulting in the sheriff and his 
family having to reside elsewhere in the 
city. 

The sheriff says he has not committed 
himself to a particular candidate in the 
March primary. His decision to serve out 
the full term will enable voters to select 
from among five contenders, none of 
whom is currently on active duty with the 
sheriff's department. 


A $1,000,000,000,000 milestone looms ahead for U. S. 


Press-Record Washington Bureau — As 
another income-tax deadline looms ahead, 
only a few weeks away now, Americans 
ought to give thought to a fantastic 
milestone our government is approaching 
— one that has received little public 
notice. 

President Carter's budget calls for 
government spending of more than half a 
trillion dollars for fiscal 1979. As sure as a 
Washington deficit, the federal budget will 
top the trillion mark within a few years, 
probably sooner. 

A little story the other day reminds us of 
how mind-boggling a trillion dollars is; it is 
the figure one followed by 12 zeroes — 
$1,000,000,000,000. 

That money in dollars bills would reach 
to the moon and back 250 times; it would 
make every man, woman, and child in 
Adanta a millionaire. 

For the non-math types among us, a 
trillion is 1,000 times a billion. So how 
much is a billion? One billion minutes ago 
Christ still walked the Earth: And one 
billion dollars ago was yesterday because 
the government is spending more than a 
billion dollars a day now. 

Government spending didn’t reach the 
billion-dollar mark until World War I, 
except for 1865, the last year of the Civil 
War. 

The escalation in spending has been 
rapid ever since, reaching double-digit 


billions during World War II and breaking 
the $100 billion mark in 1963. 

The federal budget more than doubled 
during the last ten years. 

So, at the current rate. of increase, 
Washington will break the trillion barrier 
by about 1985 and head toward a 
quadrillion, which carries 15 zeroes. 

Just as astronomers years ago came to 
terms with the incomprehensible dis- 
tances of the universe by calculating in 
terms of light years, based on the speed of 
light at 186,282 miles per second, it’s 
obvious we're going to be compelled by 
these astronomical budgets to devise a 
shorthand reference for government 
spending. 

To start the ball rolling toward filling 
this semantical need, we suggest the term, 
“government years.” 

In asmuch as Washington is spending a 
billion a day, give or take a few millions, 
one “government year” would equal $365 
billion and three “government years” 
would mean roughly a trillion dollars. 

Of course, as the ever-mushrooming 
budget changes, the “government year” 
would have to be adjusted. 

But the way’ things are going, the 
increases could actually simplify things 
because, by 1985, a “government year” will 
undoubtedly mean $1,000,000,000,000 — a 
nice, round understandable figure. 


Navy, strategic arms needs not being funded adequately 


Press-Record Washington Bureau — In 
his speech to the San Diego, Calif., 
Chamber of Commerce, former President 
Gerald Ford sharply criticized President 
Carter's proposed defense budget. 

Mr. Ford specifically questioned the 
outlook for shipbuilding, the FB-111 
bomber, and the mobile intercontinental 
ballistic missile, the MX, in the budget. 

About 600 ships will be necessary by the 
1980's if the United States is to continue 
protecting important sea lanes and 
supporting its military forces. 

But, as Mr, Ford emphasized, Mr. 
Carter's proposal to build an average of 
only 15 new ships during each of the next 
four years would “not be enough to 
maintain a 400-ship Navy, let alone the 600 
ships” necessary. Mr. Ford, as president, 
proposed 33 new ships annually, 

The FB-111 is the bomber that, among 
other things, Mr. Carter once suggested in 
place of the B-1. But the funds Mr. Carter 
has proposed to allocate for it are minimal. 

What's more, the funds are merely to 
study the feasibility of the FB-111, not 
produce it. 

This, plus a fact which Mr. Ford did not 
mention, that the budget has no funds 
proposed for the sea-launched cruise 
missile, makes one wonder whether, 
having grounded the B-1, Mr. Carter now 
intends to substitute anything in itsplace. 

No doubt the Soviets are elated by the 


administration's decision not to produce 
the MX. 

It was the MX program that Mr. Carter 
offered to halt if Moscow would 
reciprocate by halting its Soviet missile 
program and curbing the production of 
other missiles that would threaten U.S. 
land-based forces. 

The Russians didn’t respond to Mr. 
Carter's offer, so the presumption must be 
that Mr. Carter, nervous about the stalled 
SALT negotiations, has virtually shelved 
the MX program anyway, in order to make 

" in the talks. Progress, of course, 
n by another name. 

The Soviets, meanwhile, move right 
along with their own mobile missile, the 
SS-20, which is no longer a blueprint but a 
reality in eastern Russia, in range of China. 

More SS-20s are planned for central and 
western Russia. And in time, apparently, 
the SS-20 will be converted into an inter- 
continental missile, called the SS-16, which 
will bring the United States on target. 

In light ofthese developments, Mr. Ford 
was: disturbingly correct in his judgment 
that Mr. Carter’s proposed defense budget 
could “severely weaken the national 
security of the United States.” 

He has launched what he calls a nation- 


-al campaign to force Mr. Carter to step up 


defense spending, especially for the navy 
and strategic arms. 


Transportation issues face Gateway board.

As chairman of the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council, 
1 look forward to 1978 as a year 
in’ which we will be able to 
demonstrate significant 
progress toward the re- 
establishment of this 
metropolitan area as the 
transportation. hub of the 

United States. 

Much of this region's 
economic vitality and future 
opportunities can be directly 
related to these efforts. 

Studies indicate that the St. 
Louis region must create a 
minimum of 13,000 to 15,000 new 
jobs a year for our area citizens. 
The priorities of the Gateway 
Couneil for 1978 will emphasize 
this. 

1. Rail modernization. 

For the past 20 years it has 
been recognized that the rail 
yard configuration in the St. 
Louis region is causing sub- 
stantial difficulties in the day- 
to-day moving of freight and the 
transaction of business 
throughout the metropolitan 
area. 

Also, the large amount of 
strategically-located land taken 
up with railroad trackage is an 
economic burden on the com- 
munities involved. 

Phase I of the railroad 
relocation study has been 
completed. On Dec. 1, the 
elected officials and 
representatives of the railroads 
met with John Sullivan, ad- 
ministrator of the Federal 
Railroad Administration, to 
discuss the possibility of  ob- 
taining support for the funding 
of Phase II of the study. 

The Federal Railroad 
Administration committed 
itself to fund one-third of the 
study, the Illinois Department 
of Transportation committed to 
an additional third, and local 
officials are committed to 
funding the balance of the 
study. 

We are in the process of 
arranging a meeting with 
Secretary of Transportation 
Brock Adams to obtain the 
support of the U.S. Department 
of Transportation for this effort 
and to discuss the funding 
necessary for implementation 
of the study 

In addition, we will be 
meeting with presidents of the 
key railroads in this 
metropolitan area to solicit 
their support and commitment 
to the project. 

I am confident that through 
the efforts of the Gateway 
board, the state Departments of 
‘Transportation of Missouri and 
Illinois, the U.S. Department of 
Transportation and the 
railroads themselves, we will be 
able to move ahead into Phase 
II and to formulate a plan for 
implementation. 

2. Mass transit. Public 
transportation is utilized by 


approximately 100,000 persons 
each day. 

It must be improved to 
provide better service for these 
who are now dependent upon it 
and for those who are captive to 
their automobile and need a 
reasonable alternative. 

This tan area has 
been studying mass transit for 
approximately ten years. 

‘While other cities, during that 
period of time, have been able 
to construct major transit 
systems, our community has 
not been able to come to grips 
with this very critical problem. 

During February, the 
Gateway board will have the 
responsibility to select a system 
which will be responsive to the 
needs of the citizens of this 
metropolitan area. 

It will have before it. the op- 
tion of selecting one of three 
systems or a combination 
thereof to serve this 
metropolitan area: 

(1) Improvement 
existing bus system. 

(2) Reserved lanes for buses 
along our freeways. 

(3) Utilization of light rail. 

After careful analysis, it 
appears to me that a com- 
bination of the three systems 
would be best suited for this 
area and could possibly include 
a light rail corridor from East 
St. Louis to Clayton as well as a 
north-south route in St. Louis 
County following closely the 
route of the Innerbelt Route 725. 

Once this decision has been 
made, the plan will then be 
turned over to the Bi-State 
Development Agency for im- 
plementation. 

3. Port development. The Port 
of Metropolitan St. Louis is the 
largest on this country’s inland 
waterways and has 
strategic advantages. 


Despite these advantages, 
tonnage growth in the port has 
advanced at the rate of only 
about one percent per year for 
the past decade in comparison 
with a five percent growth for 
the waterways as a whole. 

A. T. Kearney states in the: 
“Metropolitan St. Louis Port 
Study” that implementation if 
its recommendations would 
‘create 16,000 new river-oriented 
jobs. 

In addition, a like amount 
would be created in service 
industries to support this ex- 
panded industrial base. 

The report indicates that $45 
million of capital invested in 
cargo handling facilities and 
$3,460,000,000 in plants will 
create in excess of 32,000 jobs as 
well. 


The region has not taken full 
advantage of the economic 
opportunities our _port 
represents. 

In March i977, the Gateway 
Council announced completion 
of the development plan for the 
Port of Metropolitan St. Louis. 
The plan was also endorsed by

The day after Hubert Hum- 
phrey was buried I attended a 
meeting in Washington in which 
a variety of subjects were 
discussed by members of 
Congress and experts in various 
fields. 

At least six times the 
speakers mentioned Hum- 
phrey’s contributions, and then 
added, “His death marks the 
end of an era.” 

Itis probably true that we are 
at one of those periods when we 
are having a national pause, a 
time when our direetion and 
purpose is not completely clear. 

While Senator Humphrey had 
doubts about the best course for 
himself from time to time, there 
were not many times when he 
“had doubts and hesitation about 
the best course for the country. 

That conviction and sense of 
purpose, based both on ex- 
perience and an incredible 
storehouse of knowledge, will be 
missed by President Carter and 
all of us who worked with 
Senator Humphrey. 

T last talked with him on the 
phone eight days before he died. 
He had to have 3 nurse help him 
to the phone and his voice 
cracked a little, but he had his 
same spirit of interest in 
everything. 

We talked. about football and 
politics—and, typical of Hubert 
Humphrey, he cheered me up 
rather than the other way 
around. . 

At the memorial service in 
the rotunda of the Capitol, 
Muriel added a touch that 
Hubert would have appreciated 
‘when she asked.all of us to join 
Robert Merrill in singing 
“America the Beautiful.’” 

Both the singing and thé 
spontaneous way it hap] 
were vintage Hubert Hum- 


There are those who criticize 
Richard Nixon for being there. I 
@pplaud him for it. It was a 
Gracious gesture to an old foe 
and friend. It took eourage for 
him to come. 


I've heard a few criticize 
President Carter for men- 
tioning at the funeral some of 
the issues Hubert fought for that 
are still controversial. I thought 
it most appropriate. The only 
thing that might have pleased 
Hubert more would have been a 
debate on the issues. 

While I am knocking down 
criticisms, one of the things I 
read is that the Minnesotan was 
a great man but he did not have 
the best staff. 

I'm sure his staff made 
mistakes, but they were dealing 
with a man of boundless energy 
and ideas and — when 
something went wrong — they 
did what a staff should do: they 
took the blame themselves 
instead of blaming the boss. 

Because Humphrey so 
dominated the Washington 
scene, anyone working for him 
had to look dwarfed by eom- 
parison. 

I've worked with Dave 


- Gartner, Ursula Culver, Edna 


Ravenholt and many of the 
others on the Humphrey staff 
and I have found them to be 
people of uniform high 
character and ability. Hubert 
Humphrey had pride in his staff 
and he had every right to be 


proud. 

I felt a special kind of 
loneliness in the midst of the 
crowd as they carried the 
casket to its final resting place 
in the bitter cold of Minnesota, a 
loneliness caused by @ sense of 
the great void that we now have. 

I did not know him as weil as 
some others, but I lest a friend, 
the nation lost a friend, and all 
the world lest a friend. 

‘On the way from the ehureh to 
the cemetery, people gathered 
to watch the procession, some 
out of curiosity, I am sure, and 
many out of respect.

4. Mississippi River bridge 
crossing. 

The Poplar Street Bridge 
carries traffic for Interstate 
Routes 70, 55, 44 and 64; for U.S. 
Routes 40 and 66; and for the 
bulk of the local traffic between 
Missouri and Illinois to and 
from the St. Louis downtown 
area. 

‘The bridge now carries over 
100,000 vehicles daily, which is 
over the design capacity and 


nearing crisis proportions. 

Four other bridges along the 
waterfront are underutilized 
and some are in a state of 
disrepair. Three of the bridges 
are toll structures. ~ 

The East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council is sup- 
porting a study by the Regional 
Commerce and Growth 
Association to review the bridge 
problem and to make recom- 
mendations to determine the 
proper utilization for each of 
these bridges so as to expedite 
flow of traffic between Missouri 
and Illinois. 

5. Solid waste. An. additional 
priority for the region this year 
is to make a decision regarding 
solid waste. 

The Union Electric Co. 
concept of trash-to-energy was 
the first of its kind. 

If the BiState Development 
Agency implements this 
system, the St. Louis area will 
be a leader in the resource 
recovery field; a viable 
alternative to landfills will be 
available for the future; and 
any possible crisis due to lack of 
aeceptable disposal facilities 
will be averted. 

The St. Louis County Solid 
Waste Committee has 
deliberated and submitted its 
recommendations. There is 


agreement, ng. an. ere 
dorsement by the haulers, 
that BiState' should . proceed. 
with implementation of the 
Project. & 
In that regard, I have 
recommended to the County 
Council that St. Louis County 
appropriate $10,000, along with |

Bill raises drug penalty 


The Senate has passed 
amendments proposed by 
Senator Charles H. Percy (R- 
Il.) which will intensify the 
federal crackdown on use of the 
illicit drug phencyclidine 
(PCP), commonly known as 
“angel dust.” 

Percy’s amendments, which 
were included in the Criminal 
Code Reform Act passed by the 
Senate, classify PCP among 
drugs with the highest potential 
for abuse and stiffen the penalty 
for manufacture and sale of the 


drug. 

“PCP must be acknowledged 
as a top-priority drug of abuse 
and designated as such,” Percy 
said. “Since it has no 
recognized human medical use, 
it should be immediately 
classified among the most 
dangerous drugs, alongside 
heroin and LSD." 

Under Percy’s proposal, the 
criminal penalty for sale or 
manufacture of PCP would be 
set at a maximum 10-year 
penalty and $100,000 fine, up 
from a maximum 5-year 
penalty and $100,000 fine. 

“Traffickers and manufac- 
turers of the drug will be put on 
notice that they are taking a 
greater risk themselves in 
tampering with other people's 
lives,” Percy said. 

Percy said PCP, which is fast 
becoming a popular drug 
among junior high school and 
high school students, deserves 
the highest drug classification 
by the federal government and 
a vigorous law enforcement 
effort. 

“At least 93 deaths due to the 
drug have been reported, over 
the last three years. 
Unscrupulous drug dealers are 
peddling PCP to teenagers 
under the guise of other drugs 


because it's so easy and inex- 
pensive to make.”” 

Percy noted that the average 
age of young people trying PCP 
is lower than that associated 
with any other. psychedelic 
drug. 

“We know that in numerous 
studies PCP has proven to be 
more debilitating than LSD or 
mescaline. We also know that 
the drug’s low cost is escalating 
its use. In short, we know 
enough about this drug now that 
not to act would be to ignore a 
national menace.” 

Percy said doctors warn that 
PCP is the most dangerous drug 
ever to achieve such 
widespread acceptance. 


Maximum 
increased 


Reports indicating that 
Circuit Breaker claims still can 
be filed for the 1976 tax year are 
incorrect, according to officials 
of the Department of Revenue, 
which administers the tax relief 
law 

An amendment made in 1977 
to the law, which makes tax 
relief available to the state's 
senior and disabled residents, 
established a one-year deadline 
for filing claims. It required 
that claims for relief of taxes 
paid in 1972 through 1976 be filed 
before the end of last year. 

Eligible persons have the 
remainder of 1978 to file claims 
for relief of taxes paid in 1977. 

The legislation that changed 
the filing deadline also in- 
creased to $650 the maximum 
grant for property tax relief. 
The ceiling had been $500. The

Speaker on 
river area 
road routes

of the Alton Area Landmarks 
Association, will speak to the 
Sierra Club about the proposed 
Berm Highway for downtown 
Alton at the club's monthly 
meeting on Monday, Feb. 13 at 
7:30 p.m. at the First 
Presbyterian Church in Alton.

Landmarks consists of 
historical buffs who have 
successfully halted a proposed 
four-lane elevated highway 
through Alton’s Riverfront 
Park and the Lincoln-Douglas 
Square. Their lawsuit has 
forced the Ilingis Department 
of Transportation to examine 
alternative routes 

“Highways should not be 
constructed through parks, 
according to official Sierra Club 
policy!” says Ted Woodbury, 
Chairman. 

St. Peters will discuss alleged 
disadvantages of the original 
Berm Highway location, in- 
cluding lack of access to the 
Clark Bridge, destruction of 
iverfront | parks, and 
displacement of the marker, 
commemorating the last debate 
between Lincoln and Douglas. 

St. Peters feels that “the 
whole character of downtown 
Alton and its historical nature is 
connected to the river. Once the 
area is destroyed by a sea of 
concrete and a 35-foot-high 
earthen embankment, lower 
Alton would be truly dead. 

“Alternative plan X would 
pass under the Clark Bridge but 
over the railroad tracks. This 
route would approximately 
bisect Riverfront Pdrk. Access 
from the highway to downtown 
Alton would occur at Central 
Market, Piasa and State 
Streets. 

“Alternative Y would be 
adjacent and parallel to Front 
Street, either at grade level 
with the railroad tracks or on 
the same level and paralleling 
Front Street, leaving Front 
Street as a service road. 

“Plan Z would bring the Berm 
as far as Henry Street and then 
go north on Henry and*have an 
overpass above the railroad 
tracks and Front Street, 
bringing the overpass to the 
Broadway level, with exits 
going to Front Street and im- 
proving traffic routing on 
existing streets. Plans Y and Z 
are favored strongly by Alton 
Area Landmarks over Plan X.”.

Thus far of the nine men 
allegedly involved in the 5% 
hour rape and deviate sexual 
assault of two young St. Louis 
‘women, seven have been ac- 
counted for. 

Two, Jim Swallow and Bob 
Patania, received immunity 
early in the investigation. Five 
have been convicted and two 
more are pane sought. 

Madison ounty State's 
Attorney Nicholas G. Byron 
said that the investigation will 
continue until the remaining 
two men are apprehended. 

“This type of activity cannot 
be tolerated.

Seek damages (G/ insurance conversion 


A suit seeking $100,000 in each 
of two counts has been filed in 
Madison County Circuit Court 
by Victoria C. Walker on behalf 
of her daughter, Chrystal 
Walker, against Wallace R 
Cook and Morriss Investment 
Co. 

The suit contends that on June 
3, 1977, Chrystal Walker was 2 
years old and bit an electrical 
extension cord in a home they 
rented at 710 twenth-eight St., 
and was shocked and burned. 

Chrystal suffered severe 
burns, cuts and abrasions to her 
mouth, lips and tongue, the suit 
contends. Cook and Morris 
Investment Co. were owners of 
the house when the accident 
occurred, it states. 

They were charged with 
failure to provide adequate 
electrical outlets for the safety 
of occupants of the house.

Donald R. Ramsey, Chicago 
regional office director, said of 
the half million VSLI policies 
issued to Korean Conflict 
veterans, 332,012 are on the five- 
year limited convertible term 
plan. 

This policy carries a very low 
premium rate but cannot be 
renewed after the veteran’s 50th 
birthday: It can, however, be 
converted to one of eight per- 
manent plans if the owner acts 
before the end of the last 


renewal period. 

VA officials say they are 
encouraged by the response so 
far to a recent mailing to “W" 
term VSLI policy owners 
alerting them to the ap- 
proaching necessity of con- 
verting their insurance if they 
wish to keep it in force. 


Director HKamsey — said 
detailed information and cost 
figures for each of the per- 
nianent plans can be obtained 
on request from the VA center 
where the veteran’s insurance 
records are maintained, or by 
inquiry at the VA regional office 
at Chicago.
